Claim Amendments 

Applicant has rewritten claims 24 and 25 to be 
dependent on claim 1. Applicant believes that clarification 
of claim 1, as it now stands, renders this claim generic to 
all the pending claims. Thus, Applicant believes that the 
restriction requirement should be withdrawn, or in the 
alternative, at least render the remaining claims eligible 
for rejoinder. 

Claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the 
construction element comprises a first and second cavity 
(see for instance [0041] of the published US application) , 
bounded between the first and second sides. 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 9 and 10 have also been amended. 

Method claim 26 and apparatus claim 27 have been 
amended to conform to amended claim 1. 

Further, claim 29 has been rewritten to depend 
just from claim 27.
